tem perature which is the first symptom 
of the yellow plague. The other flfteer 
were wives, mothers, husbands, chil­ 
dren an I brothers or sisters, who re ­ 
fused to be separated from their rela­ 
tives and who were In consequence sent 
to the detention station with the su s­ 
pects. More than half of those remove 
from the vessel were cabin passenger*.* 
Another telegram , dated New York 
aa ys: 
"The Alamo w as out alm ost sever 
days from Galveston, and during that 
tim e none of her passengers shower 
any signs of illness. There was no fever 
In Galveston when she left, and non* 
of her passengers had been to Net 
Orleans. 
The only Indication of fever 
among them was the slightly higher 
tem peratures of eight passengers but 
Dr. Doty thought this of sufficient im ­ 
portance to remove them. All of thes« 
refused to be separated, and as a result

THREE DEATHS FRIDAY. 


Twenty-One New Cases Were Also Re 
ported on That Date. 
New Orleans, July 29.—New case* 
Friday. 21: deaths, 3; total cases, 227; 
total deaths. 47; new foci of infection 
8; total number of places In the city 
where fever now evlsts. So. 
This official report was issued at 9:3(1 
o’clock Friday night, and it is probably 
adm itted to snow* the first spread from 
the original sources. 
The number of new foci of Infection 
Is the most alarm ing feature of the sit­ 
uation now. 
There are now thlrteer 
cases In the emergency hospital. 
One 
case died there Friday night. Another 
died at the charity hospital. 
Two suspicious cases are reported 
from Lumberton. Miss. 
This is the 
farthest point yet to report suspicion. 
It was officially announced th at the 
suspicious case a t Bayou Goula. La.. Is 
genuine yellow* fever. The same is true 
of the case at Bowle, La. Port Barrow, 
Miss., also has a genuine case. 
The entire section above Canal street 
Is free from a single new* case and the 
fever is only spreading In the poorer 
habitations of the downtown section, 
with new* cases isolated except in the 
heart of the French m arket quarter, 
The health authorities continue to hold 
also th at the plague rem ains an Italian 
infection, all but two of the tw enty- 
six cases being of th at nationality. Al­ 
most without exception since the be­ 
ginning of the disease, those who have 
fallen victims have been of the poorer 
classes of the population, many of them 
not long residents of the United States 
and, therefore, unacclimated. 


Galveston, July 29.—The quarantine 
of Texas against Louisiana has been 
raised and now includes only New Or­ 
leans and other points known to be in­ 
fected.

Several towns In Tennessee 
and along the Mississippi Valley road

Miss., will not take bread not 
anything wrapped in burlap th at may 
be shipped from this city. Borne Texa« 
towns ate asking

If movement of the q u ar­ 
antine of freight spreads, New Orleans 
will suffer more seriously than from 
the f**\***r itself. 
Up to Saturday there 
h a d 'been no local 
apprehension of a 
dangerous epidemic, and It is believed 
th at lf the boards of health In othei 
states lived up rigidly to the agree­ 
ment not to place any restrictions upon 
transportation of freight 
there would 
be only a slight reduction in business, 
and the chief inconvenience would be 
in the inability 
of country people to 
come here and of New Orleans people 
to go into southern towns and cities. 
Anticipating quarantines, most of the 
business houses, with the discovery of 
the fever, wired their drum m ers not to 
come to town, but rem ain in their te r­ 
ritory, so they might travel freely and

The masses of the people 
think disinfectants serve a double pur­ 
pose—th at of killing germ s and that ol 
putting fever bearing mosquitoes out 
of the way. 
The E ra dub, one of the chief wo­ 
men’s organizations of the city, have 
volunteered its services to Dr. Beverly 
W arner, proposing to hold parlor m eet­ 
ing daily in order th at the women of 
the city m ay be instructed in the cru­ 
sade against the mosquitoes and best 
methods of ridding in the city of them 
Much sym pathy is felt here for Mem­ 
phis, which has been

quarantine New Orleans against her 
will. On the first report of fever that 
cit sent a representative here, who put 
himself close touch with the situation 
and saw* no necessity for quarantine, 
and the health authorities would doubt­ 
less have kept their promise not to bar
